An American View ot Edmonton 


- The following articie 's taken from 
Incienook, an American izine oud- 
dished ai Figin, Uhnois. editor 
Zimselh wrote the article and it is the 
grork of one well quahfied to know 


whereof he speaks;— 

“By the tume one gets to Edmonton, 
a town of not far from five thousgnd 
people, be has arrived at the jumping- 
off place so far as the raulroad 1s con- 
cerned, and yet there ts nothing what- 
ever about the city as we will call it, 
%o indicate to one that be is out of 
She United States . The architecture 
is the same. There are the plank 
boardwalks of all wesiern towns, the 
forest trees, the telegraphs, telephones, 
electme lights, stores and homes al- 
gnost iden‘ical with any northern own 
iz, the United States. In [act if any 
Nook reader were to be imstantly 
whisked 10 Edmopton without know- 
ing where he was he would not know 
that he was out of the United States 
at all. 

‘Now. Edmonton 1s practically two 
bundred miles north of the main line 
of the Canadian Pacific railway, and 
get it is one of the most imteresting 
cities in atl Canada. The vast coun- 
try that hes back of it, all the , was 
to the Arctic Circle, is tributary to 
Edmonton. At one time it was a Hud- 
so: Bay’ tfading ‘post and there is a 
Hudson Bay «tore (here now. © And if 
you imagine a iown reached by a rall- 
road and having a.back-door trade ex- 
tending “or two thouSand miles to the 
perth, you will have Edmonton. © It is 
at the top of a high hill, at the bot- 
#om of which is the Saskatchewan 
mver. Across the narrow valley is 
another bngh hill, on the top of 
sehich, exactly opposite, is Strathcona 
town When sou leave Calgary you 
wili change cars ai Siratheona for 
©damonton. The fare ts fifteen scents 
and the road winds down the hillside, 
across the river, to the base of the hill 
right under Edmonton. 

in this vailey vegetation is frauk. 
The trees are not large, but they are 
@o close together, and are so enliv- 
ened by wild flowers when the writer 
was there, the list of June, that he 
eould not help noticing the similarity 
beiween ui and the tropics. The close- 
ly matted vegetation, brightly flower- 
ang, rich sol, and the heavy growth, 
ali the result of the recent rains, 
strongly reminded the writer of some 
of the vegeution and surroundings in

with coai worth three or four dollars 
a ton at the termmus of a railtoad, 
@itk two thoysand miles of country 
tribut :vy to it [rom the north, In, the 


course of the next four or five years 
there will be another railroad frOm the 
east 10 the west, paraile] with the Can- 
galat Pacific, aad striking Edmonton. 
Then the road from Calgary to Edmon- 
tor wil! be extended northward and 
whie Edmonion will cease to bea ter- 
minai it will become a center. And 
the Nookman predicts that in the fu- 
ture Edmonton will be a great city. 
While it 1s on a. transcontinental rail- 


road, while it has one of the richesi 
pgrouliural cotntries m the world to 
the north of wt, with the Tiver at its 
ese, anc coal in its hills, there is no 


reason on earth why Edmonton may 
moi become a realiy great atgy in the 
mear fyiure. For from twenty-five to 
fifts miles on all sides of Edmonton 
public land is already taken. To the 
morth 1s what is known as the Peace 
miver section and from this point, Ed- 
monton. througiu to the Peace river 
country, there is a continual sbream of 
d@aily immigration, and while for many 
gniles all available homesteads have 
beer taken, yset there is plen:y of 
equally good land for sale cheap, and 
if any Nooker wants 10 see a new coun- 
try in the process of empire building, 
Jet him. go co Edmonion.and _ sirike 
morithward, etther on foot or with a 
team. For just as the country around 
@maha, Nebraska, was forty or fifty 
years ago, so now is the land north, 
east and west of Edmonton. 

“The land available for agriculture is 
@aid to extend at least five hundred 
miles north of Edmonton, and it is a 
tremendous countty wide open for the 
horesee ker This section represents 
dhe largest evailable body of agricul- 
tural land open to settlement io civil- 
ized people in the wade world. The 
inglenook does not advise itS readers 
to go to Canada, nor does it “advise 
them ic stay away, but if you do godo 
mot fati to see Edmonton and the 
Feace mver neighvorhcod. There lie 
eeuntiess fortunes »nd doubtless many 
faiiures. As in every other part of 
the known world, everything will de- 
pend vpon the man, -but the cond- 

wuons for success are all ihere.”’
